:d. ) Now we the People of the Lord (called Lakers) do declare 
ng 1 That we do utterly diſown and teſtifie againſt that AQtion, 
of the ſaid John Pennyman, touching the. ſaid Books and Writings (ſo far as 
be had anyIntention, or did give jult Cavſe of Jealoulie or Suſpition of ſuch In- 
tention, to deſtroy and burn the ſame) and that he therein was inſtigated by the 
D-vil (what ever otherwiſe his pretences are, or might be) even by that ſpirit 
that ruled in thoſe, who in the dayes paſt crucihed Chriit, and perſecuted and 
ſhed the Blood of bis Holy Servants, Prophers, and Martyrs, and ivende3- 
vouring ro Burn and Deſtroy thetr Writings, manifeſts, chart would do the 
ſame things now, if it hadthe ſame Power.” And we do further declare and 
teſtife, That wedearly and truely own the holy Scriptures, before mention- 
ed, given by inſpiration, as a true and infallible Teſtimony of Chriſt, ſpoken 
forth by hisowa Spirit, (which is our Guide and Leader) and that they are 
written for our learning , and the Writings and Teſtimonies of, and concern- 
ing the Lord's faithful Servants, and Martyrs are a good ſavour to us,and their 
memoril is bleſf:d forever. And we further declare and teliifie, That we have 
no union nor fellowſhip with _— fohn Pennyman, nor that ſpirit that now 
rules in him, he being departed from that pure, meek, Holy. Spirit, which 
ſometimes he Irad ſome knowledge of: And that be bath given juſt cauſe (be- 
fore the ſaid Aion, and lince alſo) of jealoulie and fear, that be 1s in meaſure 
broken and diſcompoſed in his' Mind and Underſtanding, nor can he have 
any union or fellowſhip with us, ugtil he thall publickly condemn this Action. 
of Folly and Wickedneſs committed by him, and give a tull Teftimony of his 
unicigned Repentance for the ſame. And wealſo reſtifie, _ That if any Perſon 
' whatſoever ſhall AR or Speak any thing that is evil,under pretence of a Motion 

from the Spirit of God, we utterly deny that Motion to be of God , for the 
Holy Spirit of God never did, nor never will move to that which is evil , and 
all evil is of the Devil. And this we have though fit thus publickly to declare, 
for the vindication of Truth, and the Lord's People, who profeſs and enjoy it, ” 
that the Innocency of Mie Upright may be cleared and manifeſted, and all Ini- 
quity and Unrighreouſneſs judged and condemned,and God, and bis pure, holy 
Truth exalted, over all Unclean, Dark, Deluded, Arrogant, and Imaginary 


ſpirits whatſoever.

eſign and Endin giving forth this Teſtimony, was, that if poſ- 
ably the fall FP; alas _ been awaken'd to a ſenſe of his Condit1- 
on, and come to Repent of his Wickedneſs, or otherwiſe, to clear God, 
his Truth, and People of ſuch Works and Workers of Darkneſs, But the ſaid 
2.P. inſtead of anſwering our deſire, in his return to a Senſe of his Condt- 
tion, hath manifeſted himſelf tro be one of thoſe in Reſtleſs Torment, that 
nt not, neit Nig 
nels l ;nfl us, that teſtifie againſt him, if poſſible ro deſtroy our Teſtimony , 
| Mic , to deſtroy us, by bis Lyes, Slanders, and falſe Accuſations 
of Blaſphemy, and raking up, and publiſhing what Evil he can againſt us, 
as by his ſeveral Papers, given out againſt us, appears , thereby (rather then 


to anſwer our good Delires for him)to work his utmoſt Revenge upon us; which,-

her give Glory to God, pouring out his Floogs of Wigked-, 
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if his Power could reach but as far as his Envy and Malice, would it reach ſhort 
of our Neſtrution, Body and Soul ? in all which he hath made full Proof of 
our ſaid Feſtimony againſt him : And now, on the conlideration of the whole 
mitter, the many Papers, given out againſt ys ; the Envy, Malice, Confuſi- 
on, Madneſs, Folly, and Wickedneſs therein manifeſted, and the Ground 
thereof for our Teſtimony againſt his Wickedneſs ; and all being weighed in 
the Righteous Ballance, we may ſafely conclude, that in the Eye of Moderate 
Unprejudiced Perſons, ic more and more demonſtrates himſelf, and needs no 
Anſwer of ours thereunto, but may ſufficiently ſerve for his own Confuration 
and ogr Vindication, Butyer, for the' ſake of rhe' Simple, and as far as poſ- 


ably lies on our parts,that all Stambling- Blocks may be remov'd, it ſcems good 


unito us, to giyen few words in anſwer ro that Paper of his, in which he ſo En- 
viouſly charges Blaſphemy againſt Solomon Eccles, 4.F, and the Quakers, from 
S, E's. words, in that Paper, call'd. The Quaker's Chalenge. 

And firſt; we ſay in general, All Blaſphemies and 374. Aoi are denied by 
us ; neither do we judge ſach a mah as J. P.- (who through the ltrength of his 


Malice and Envy, or Crazinefs of his Brain, is not tit for things of lefs 


coficernment)) to be a fit Judge of Blaſpbemy, which is a ſpeaking againſt 
God, and reproaching of him knowingly 2nd maliciouſly : But to believe 
and worſhip that for a God,- which'is no God, is Idolatry ; but both are 
judged by the Spirit of Truth, and us chat walk therein. Now as to the 
words mention'd in Solomon Eccles's Paper, Noman in his Wits will believe, 
that $.E. doth believe that. G.F, made the World, who is not yet Sixty Years of 
Age ; and is known to So/owen,and os all, to-be 4 man ſubjeR to the like Infirmi- 
ties of Cold, Sickneſs, and Age, #s others, ſo that, except any beſo Mad,to 
think that So/omon Eccles duth believe that G. F, made the World ; they cannot 
believe him to be a Blaſphemer in that Particuler, for the miſ-placing of words 
cannot be found co be Blaſphemy, whcre.che Mind and Judgment 1s not corrupt. 
And [mark ] it is ſaid of Chriſt, He was in the World, the World was made by hims, 
and the World knew him wor * So ſaith S. E. it may be ſaid of this Prophet, not 
leaving out, or excepting thoſe words(The World was made by him )which ſhould 
have been done , bur if that were done, the Serpent would ſeek ſomething elle : 
this 1s the ſpirit, chat makes a man an Offender for a word, yea leſs then a word, 
for the mil-placing of a word , but this Spiders natuce will at laſt be caught 
in his own Web,to his own DeſtruRion, 

And as to thoſe words, whom .John ſaid he was not, Fohn ſaid not that he 
was not G, F. bur that he was not Chriſt; and both being mentioned before 
theſe words, What reaſon hath ?. Pennyman, to think that S. E. ſhould mean 
G. F, whois not mentioned in the Scripture, and not Chriſt who is mention'd ; 
but only to ſhew his Envy which is ſufficiently ſeen, both againſt Chriſt and 
againſt this Prophgt G. F. as well as againſt S, Z. but ic will return upon his 
own Pate in due time. @ h 

And whereas he ſpe#ks of G.F. owning S. E's Blaſphemy in being gone to 
Sea with Þim , _— ſhame to . P. that he ſhould imagine to have a Charge 
againit wy, andMlet chem. go to Sea before he charged them with ir, and 
Fa peeviſh manner to cry out-again{t them, when theirBacks are turn- 
ed, and are not berg to anſwetFor themſelves, which is far from either Chriſtian 
or Manly civil Dealings; but things of this kind have been ordinary with 
?. P, ſince hMfell into this FoNly and Madneſs, and turned from the Way of 
God : ButWis We can ſafely fay concerning G. F. who is not bere; We ha- 
ving had long acquaintance with him, that he hath never _ any Titles, 
nor ewn'd any,but what became a Servant andChild of God;and when any ſuch 


_ Titles were given by ſome unto F. N. he bore bis Teſtimony faithfully againſt 


it, as is known to the Magiſtrates of Br:fo/, who took his Letters, and Teſti- 
many gu_ the ſame frogy the ſaid 7. N. and Company : And fo, not judging 
the ſaid 7.P's Reproaches worth-much anſwer ; but a few words in plainneſs 
and ſimplicity being (we hope) ſufficient ro ſatisfic all that deſire ſatisfaRion ; 
We need ſay nomore but this, Wedo own G..F. to be a Servant of the Living 
God, who is Redeem'd by Jeſus Chriſt from the World's Converſation,and cal. 
|:d and ſancified by the holy Spiric, to bear a Teſtimony in this his Generation 
wnto the Power of God, and in and by ir, ro turn many to Righteouineſs : 
and whoever he be, . that ſhall judge or ſay, more of him, or any other Man, 
then what tends to Gods Glory and Honour that we do deny ; for it is his 
Konour we ſeek, and the wel-fare of all Mens Souls, and profeſs our ſelves Ser- 
vants for the Truth ſake : Which ſhall our-live the Race of Cain, E/aw, and 
Htmacl,with all their Malitious, Bloody and Treacherous Deſigns. 

And thus we have given our anſwer in the (implicity of Truth ; but leg 
zot this bulie mind, expe to be purſued in his reſtleſs imaginations, to obtain 
Anſwers to all his confulion, le& we might be thought like himſelf; bur to all 
noderate unprejudiced-Perſons, this nay be ſufficient ſatisfaQion, _
